Charles West, attorney-general of 
Oklahoma, assisted by F. N. Judson, 
of St. Louis, presented a dem urrer 
declaring the railroads bringing the 
suit have not appkied for an exemp­ 
tion from the law’s provisions and 
are not entitled to relief. 
Argumenta of State. 
The morning and grea.er part of 
the afternoon were taken up with the 
arguments on the demurrer. Judge 
Hock took the dem urrer under ad­ 
vise ment and announced he would 
hear

arguments 
relative 
to a 
temporary injunction and hand down 
the two decisions toge her. 
In arguing in favor of the demur­ 
rer Judson and West contended that 
the plaintiff's -bill on i s face, did not

they had done so. The railroads also 
had no right to 'bunch the freight 
rates, as they were dis anet and sep­ 
arate and should be attacked separ­ 
ately, they said. 
Frank Hagerman, of Kansas City, 
special counsel for the railroads, con­ 
tended that was neither the corpora­

He also held that the freight rates 
were not confiscatory and that un­

Arguments of State.

Jn arguing In favor of the demur- 


rer Judson and West contended that 
the plaintiff's Ibill on Its -face, did noj; 
.shpw.. that Jiihey h-ad made "proper 
application to ithe corporation com- 
mission for exemption from the two- 
cent rate, as 'provided in the Okla- 
homa constitution and had no right 
to appeal to the federal count until 
they had 'done so.,The railroads also 
had iko right ito (bunch the 'freight 
rates, as they were dlsjinct and sep- 
arate and should 'be attacked separ- 
ately, they said. 


Prank Hagerman, of Kansas City, 


special counsel for the railroads, con- 
tended that was neither the 'Corpora- 
tion commission or the Oklahoma 
state snipreme .court would give the 
railroads a supersedeas. they were en- 
titled to an appeal to a federal court.
